Sanford,

officer, issued the following state-

assemblies, nor leave the prem- 
ises where he resides unless ac- 
companied by an adult who shall 
prevent contact with other chil- 


"Whooping cough is communic- 


able from the early beginning un- 
til a period of 6 or S weeks trom 
the onset. The best care is neces- 
sary, especially in children under 
one year of age to prevent death 
from pneumonia which so often 
occurs with this disease. 


"Serum treatments should 
be 


"Iven to those who have been in 
contact with a case and is also 
valuable in treating cases, especi- 
ally when given early." 
Dr. Sanford also called atten- 


tion to the fact he is holding a 
series of whooping cough clinics 
on Mondays and Thursdays at the 
city hall.

LONDON.—Lloyd's of London has 


granted a license for salvage opera- 
tions on the site of the wreck of. 
the H. M. S. Lutine at the entrance 
to the Zuider Zee in the North sea 
to a company of The Hague. 


For approximately 128 years the 


Lutine has lain on the shifting sands 
in the Zuider Zee. Salvage attempts 
began almost immediacy after the 
veJscl was reported lost and during 
the following two years, gold and 
silver bullion valued at $275,000 was 
recovered by fishermen and boat- 
men. 


Previous salvage efforts under li- 


cense by Lloyd's have not been en- 
couraged since the total proceeds to 
date amounted to only about ?500,- 
000. 
The Lutine bell, used to call 


the ship's watches, was brought to 
the surface in 1859 and now hangs 
in the historic University room at 
Lloyd's.

A surgeon friend in New York, 
anxious to treat the young couple himself, 
made the necessary arrangements to send 
out the aerial ambulance with two pilots and 
a trained nurse. The round trip was expected 
to take only a little more than twenty-four 
hours.

.00001907378 cents may in time run into 
something that looks like money. It would 
take a good many thousand miles of mail- 
carrying at that rate, however, to make nine- 
teen dollars. 
. The other day a tale was told of an old 
man who died not many years ago, who had 
been the first mail man in his part of the 
country. He walked thirty miles toward the 
".railway one day with the outgoing mail, and 
thirty miles back the next with the incoming 
load. The man who relayed his mail walked 
another thirty miles to the end of the rail- 
way.

the way, in less than two hours each way, by 
"a motor truck. The airlines cover distance 
like this in less than an hour. It's a swift- 
moving and rapidly developing age we live in.

Gutenberg's Bible First 


Book Off Printing Press1 


The English Gutenberg Bible was 


not an English translation but a 
copy of St. Jerome's Latin Vulgate. 
Its importance lies in the fact that 
it was the first to come from a print- 
ing press, asserts a writer in the 
Montreal Herald. 


Printing as we know it had its 


birth in Germany. The honor of 
discovery goes to Johannes Guten- 
berg of Mayence, and his first im- 
portant effort was the printing of 
the Bible. A. Edward Newton, in 
his work "The Greatest Book in 
the World," voices a common feel- 
ing when he tells of one of the firit 
Gutenberg Bibles to come to Amer- 
ica. It was bought in London by 
Henry Stevens for George Brinley 
of Hartford. Conn., and was shipped 
with the following note of comment: 


"Pray, sir, ponder for a moment 


and appreciate the rarity and im- 
portance of thi$ precious consign- 
ment from the Old World to the 
New. 
Not only is it the first Bible, 


biit it is the first book ever printed. 
It was read in Europe hall a cen- 
tury before America was discov- 
ered. Please suggest to your dep- 
utjsthat he uncover his head while 
in the presence of this book. Let no 
custom house official or other man, 
in ot out ot authority, see it without 
tot wrertnUjr raising his hat. It 
to not pouible for many mtn ever 
to touch or etrtn look upon a page 
.<* a OuMokvi Bible." '

Whitsun-Ale Was Too Strong 


It was customary in olden times 


for all in the village to meet every 
Whitsuntide in some barn near the 
church, and, under the auspices of 
the churchwardens, drink ale and 
agree to be friends. The ale was 
always a special brew, says London 
Tit-Bits magazine. It was unusually 
strong, made by the churchwardens 
and sold to defray the cost of re- 
pairs to the church.

Firtt on Tyrol Pe*ki 


Old St. John F«»tiv»l 


Tr.e Fires of St. Johr, as wey 


are called, or.e of the most theatric- 
al of the peasant !e:'.:vals of an- 
cient Tyrol, have been celebrated 
at Meraao. Italian Tyrol, lor cen- 
turies, writes Edwin Ware Hu'Jir.ger 
in the New York Times. Ore of 
the many picturesque mixtures o' 
paganism and early Christianity, 
which abound in the folklore o£ the 
Tyrol, they are said to be descend- 
ed from the prehistoric fire god 
rites, or, worship of the sun, their 
original object having b?en to glori- 
fy the sun's annual triumph, his 
longest day's reign of the year. 
They evidently appealed to the 
imagination cl tht early Christians. 
They were adopted and incorporat- 
ed into the seasonal pageantry ol 
this region—when, no one knows ex- 
actly. 
The festival is known to 


have been observed in its present 
form as far back as records of 
this district exist. 


In preparation for the big blaze, 


hundreds o! peasants work for a 
week or ten days carrying wood for 
the fires up the precipitous moun- 
tainsides. 
A few of the summits 


can be reached by trails, but more 
often than not the last part of the 
climb is a hand-over-hand clamber 
up the face of a perpendicular cliff, 
with the fire materials strapped to 
the climber's back. 
Only expert 


Alpinists could make the ascent, let 
alone pack a load o£ firewood. 


Until a few years ago there also 


was a midwinter fire "carnival," 
which repeated on the lower levels 
something of the splendor of the 
midsummer night fire festival. The 
higher mountains being icecappcd 
and dangerous, the Bonfires were 
built in the public squares of the 
little villages in the valley, on the 
tops of hillocks and often on raised 
stone platforms in front of the farm- 
house gates. 


Around those bonfires the vil- 


lagers used to gather to exchange 
gossip and talk over the state of 
the world.
